When another dear friend said he'd like to see the ms, Dave's computer spewed out 
what to then had been retyped and he sent it with a letter than says, in part, af(ter he 
accredits himself as a subject-matter expert and professor^, that what X have *wi^fens is 
"a landmark bhok. Hr. Weisberg's finest hour 5^. ...it encapsulates the entire issue of the 
murder" and much more.Aft ej saying what it at first seems to be he said that "soon other 
elemen?i V are^gra3ually ^EEe cumulative inpact hits you." He says that what the book also 
shows is that "What ultimately is at stake is the integrity" of the nation and out state. 

He concludes by referring to how factual it all is, "rooted ip a massive documentation." 

His last words about the book and its possibilities idthat "I believe it could revo- 
lutionize thr subject-perhaps for all times. *t has that potential." 

I have had no reaction from the friend who received that letter and less than ha l f of 
the retyped ms. I do not take thatss an encouraging sign. In time I'll know. 

Dave phones me every Sunday. He reports and we chat, ^e finds it incredible that I 
have been able to produce such a volume without notes or outline and he is separately 
impressed by the volume alone. For one of my age and many medical problems. And limitations . 
When I beg^i the writing I did not consider publication possible because I have no 

agent and we cannot handle, physically alone, a printing by me. My central purpose, con- 
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sidering my age and situation, was to poke a record for history. But if the friend who asked 
to see the ms. wanted it published, he can arrange that easily* So, having heard nothing, 

I say nothing and absent some comment from him won^t until he has the last of it. 

'“hich, except for a concluding chapter he seemed to think a good idea and the con- 
clusions^ Dave already has. $e is doing thiswonderful favor me me whei/he can find the time 
from his more than full-time job of teachingy'many other important activities for which 
I do not now take time.

While I cannot imagine the writing under such a rush being firstprate and I m sure 
the ms. requires some editing, I believe that X have produced a definitive work, perhaps 
as $ave evaluated it, THE definitive work on the "crime of the century" in the broadest 
sense, including in particular the failing of all the basic institutions of our society, 

with the jeopardy to it that entails. » , 

The very large size means a more expensive book but from mji mail and experiences over 
the many years I am without doubt that if it reaches the bookstores and is available in 
them and with my name on it the bodjfcill sell and not result in a loss. I am also without 
doubt that with advertising and promotion it could be what ^ave says.it would be, a "block- 
buster." . 4
